FROM RUSSIA 
WITHOUT LOVE 


Husband accused of plotting to kill eastern European wife 
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A Russian woman whose scorned 
husband plotted to kidnap and kill 
her was forced to leave him because 
of his violent and abusive tenden¬ 
cies, a court has heard. 

Steven Hellewell, 50, of Gorse 
Close, in Tadworth, is alleged to 
have asked his estranged son to 
snatch his wife, Elena, 48, also of 
Tadworth, so he could kill her. 

But his son, Kerry Lee Hellewell, 
who lives on the Isle of Wight, went 
to the police instead and Mr 
Hellewell is standing trial at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court for soliciting to 
murder her. 

Mr Hellewell met his wife on dat¬ 
ing website Free Russian Personals 
and the pair married in Russia 
within two months of meeting 
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in 2002. 

The relationship soon turned vio¬ 
lent. Speaking from behind a 
screen on Friday church cleaner 
Mrs Hellewell claimed he had bro¬ 
ken a glass and cut her nose, hit her 
with a hot iron, spat at her, tried to 
pour hot water down her and beat 
her up. 

Under cross examination Mrs 
Hellewell admitted throwing ash¬ 
trays, spitting and shoving him 
back, but said she only did it to 
“protect herself”. 

The couple were constantly split¬ 
ting up, but she would always re¬ 
turn to him because: “When he told 


me he would change and become 
different I believed him every 
time.” 

The court heard Mrs Hellewell 
left him for good in February 2012, 
but he texted and phoned her re¬ 
peatedly, waited outside the Asda 
supermarket where she then 
worked, and tried to make contact 
with her through her grown-up 
children from her previous mar¬ 
riage. 

Deepak Kapur, prosecuting said: 
“Steven Hellewell reached the 
stage where he thought ‘if I can’t 
have her, no one else can’. 

“With that in mind he decided to 
kill her.” 

The jury heard how, in December 
last year, Mr Hellewell contacted 


his son after a gap of a number of 
years, and relayed a plan to “hide 
Elena Hellewell in the back of a car 
so the defendant could kill her”. 

Mr Kapur said: “Steven Hellewell 
said he would finish her off and 
said then he would finish himself 
off or just drive him and Elena 
Hellewell off a cliff.” 

He said that Mr Hellewell told his 
son that she was “after the family’s 
inheritance, part of which was des¬ 
tined for his son”. 

The barrister said that while his 
son initially agreed to the plan 
“just to shut him up”, he later re¬ 
ported him to the police after he 
“thought he was serious”.

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Healthcare review ‘could 
damage children’s care’

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Integrated paediatric care pro¬ 
vided by Epsom Hospital is not 
being adequately taken into ac¬ 
count by the delayed health¬ 
care review which is proposing 
to axe the service, according to 
a health campaigner. 

Rosemary Najim believes 
Surrey Downs Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (SDCCG) 
has not given adequate weight 
to the service provided by 
Epsom’s paediatricians in the 
hospital and the community. 

SDCCG was due to decide 
last month, with NHS England 
and CCGs in other areas affect¬ 
ed by the Better Services Bet¬ 
ter Value (BSBV) review of 
acute services in Epsom, St He- 
lier, Croydon, Kingston and St 
George’s, whether Epsom 
should lose its accident and 
emergency (A&A), maternity 
and children’s units, as the re¬ 
view recommended. The 


review has been delayed until 
after the summer. 

Last month, in a discussion 
with staff at Epsom Hospital, 
MP Chris Grayling said the 
key to the hospital’s future is 
“more integration between pri¬ 
mary and secondary care ser¬ 
vices on this site”, but Ms 
Najim said SDCCG has “not 
looked properly” at its paedi¬ 
atric unit, because if it had it 
“would realise it would be clos¬ 
ing a cost-effective service”. 

Ms Najim said: “Acutely ill 


children are seen by the same 
staff in Epsom’s paediatric 
unit who then go out to the 
schools and homes of autistic 
children for example. Paedi¬ 
atrics from Epsom have been 
asked to talk all over the coun¬ 
try about the integrated paedi¬ 
atric services.” 

She said a report on the ser¬ 
vice was sent to SDCCG prior 
to its governing body’s board 
meeting at Epsom Downs 
Racecourse, but at the meeting 
no mention was made of the in¬ 


tegrated nature of the service. 

Ms Najim said a meeting was 
requested by Epsom’s paedi¬ 
atrics with the SDCCG, which 
BSBV attended. According to 
Ms Najim, at the meeting 
SDCCG said it would support 
getting rid of in-patient beds in 
the paediatric department at 
Epsom, with acutely-children 
seen at an urgent care centre, 
which would replace A&E. But 
she pointed to guidance re¬ 
leased by NHS England in the 
same week that suggests “this 
model is clinically unsafe”. 

Ms Najim cited a statement 
from the guidance which said: 
“There are significant patient 
safety issues for children who 
attend minor injury units 
where the medical cover is run 
by out of hours GPs.” 

Dr Suzanne Moore, SDCCG 
governing body member and 
GP lead for children’s and ma¬ 
ternity services, said “nothing 
was decided” at the “positive 
meeting”.

When Mr Hellewell was arrested, 
police found “cable ties, a club 
hammer, stockings, a kitchen knife 
and insulating tape” in his car, 
which, the court heard, he wanted 
to be used to tie up his wife. 

In an interview with police fol¬ 
lowing his arrest, Mr Kapur said 
that Mr Hellewell said: “I love my 
wife. I can’t live without her. 


“Sometimes I go to Asda where 
she works and stare at her on the 
checkout. I like to see her smile 
and be happy.” 

The court also heard he was 
found in possession of a T-shirt 
with his wife’s picture on it which 
“he sprays with perfume and cud¬ 
dles to feel connected to her”. 

Mr Kapur said Mr Hellewell told 
police he had planned to kill him¬ 
self, not his wife. He said: “Steven 


Hellewell’s explanation was he had 
not asked Kerry Lee Hellewell to 
kill Elena Hellewell, just to grab 
her so he could kill himself while 
his wife watched and that he didn’t 
want to tell his son that he wanted 
to kill himself because if he knew 
that he would not agree.” 

The defendant, who denies the 
charge, has dark hair, a goatee 
beard and long hair in a ponytail. 

The trial continues. 


Row over Suffragette memorial plans 


The council has promised to an¬ 
nounce today the winner of a 
competition to design a sculp¬ 
ture commemorating Suf¬ 
fragettes and other women who 
struggled for equality. 

Epsom Council wants to erect 
the monument, on a round¬ 
about in Epsom Downs, as a 
tribute to Emily Davison, who 
died after being hit by the 
King’s horse in 1913, among 
other pioneering women. 

Following a call to local 
artists, six proposals were dis¬ 
played at Ebbisham centre, 
which the public could vote on 
until May 30, with the winner 
announcement due on June 4, 
the anniversary of Davison’s 
death. But this was postponed 
after the council said votes for 
the two most popular designs 
were “too close to call”. 

This triggered criticism of the 
council for not saying how 
many voted and who got most 
votes, lack of publicity and the 
choice of the shortlisted pair, 
which some felt were too corpo¬ 
rate and not representative of

Former Government statisti¬ 
cian, Adele Rowe, wrote to the 
Epsom Guardian: “I am at best 
perplexed (and at worst 
dismayed) at the lack of infor¬ 
mation from the council. We 
have not even been told how 
many votes were cast. Is this 
because there were only a few 
hundred?” 

A council spokesman said the 
two finalists have been asked to 
“develop their ideas further” as 
the judging panel for the pro¬ 
ject - Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, two Surrey artists and a 
representative from UCA 


Epsom - “could not decide be¬ 
tween the two finalists”. 

He said the announcement 
will be made at the Ebbisham 
Centre, the winning design will 
be displayed there for two 
weeks and the council will start 
the process of getting planning 
permission and funding. 

He said: “The winner will be 
the entry the panel feels is 
both strongest creatively and 
best represents the legacy of 
Emily Davison, and what she 
fought for, both today and in 
the future. The public vote 
has been, and will be, taken 
into consideration.” 
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Man arrested at duck race 


A man was arrested for 
allegedly drinking cider 
from a can and swearing 
loudly at a rubber duck race 
- in breach of an Asbo. 

Daniel Beckett, 31, was 
charged for breaching the 
order in Emlyn Lane, 
Leatherhead, near the River 
Mole between 12.30pm and 
2pm on Sunday. 

At the event hundreds of 
rubber ducks were raced 
down the river from the bot¬ 
tom of Bridge Street and an 
entertainer kept children 
amused on the riverside. 

The duck race raised 


money for the Leatherhead 
Christmas Festival and the 
Society of Model Engineers 
also offered train rides in 
Mill Lane. 

Councillor John Northcott, 
portfolio holder for plan¬ 
ning, said: “The duck race is 
a hugely popular event held 
each year and one which 
sees the whole community 
come together to enjoy and 
cheer on their chosen ducks. 

“It’s a great day out for the 
family even if you haven’t 
sponsored a duck. There’s a 
host of fun things to see and 
do.”

‘Sex attack’ teen made up story 


A teenager who claimed to 
have been seriously sexually 
assaulted in Ewell on Sunday 
has admitted that she fabri¬ 
cated the story, police have 
announced. 

Police units rushed to the 
Cox Lane area of Ewell where 
the incident was said to have 
happened between 6am and 
6.30am on Sunday, June 30. 

It had been reported to them 
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by a third party at 6.45am, 
after a woman in her late teens 
was found in a distressed 
state. 

Enquiries were carried out 
by detectives and the area was 
taped off by police - causing 
considerable disruption to 
road users. 


Specialist officers from the 
sexual offences investigation 
team also supported the 
woman throughout the day. 

But later that day the 18- 
year-old woman, from Lon¬ 
don, admitted she had made a 
false allegation. 

Police said they are 
“carefully considering” what 
action to take against her. 

Detective Inspector Antony 


Archibald said: “Surrey 
Police takes all allegations of 
this nature extremely seri¬ 
ously and it is deeply frustrat¬ 
ing when reports like this are 
falsely made. 

“A lot of officers’ time was 
put into this investigation and 
due to the serious nature of 
the allegation it was fast- 
tracked and taken to the 
highest level, taking vital 


resources away from others 
who may have needed them. 

“We are carefully consider¬ 
ing what action may be taken 
again against the woman who 
made the allegation. 

“I would encourage any 
genuine victim of sexual as¬ 
sault to come forward and 
speak to us in the strictest of 
confidence so we can bring 
offenders to justice.”

Five charged 
over pub fight 


A further five men have 
appeared in court facing 
charges relating to a mass 
brawl linked to a murder 
inquiry. 

The fight broke out outside 
the Royal Oak, in Teddington 
High Street, on Saturday, 
November 10, last year. 

Residents watched from their 
houses as noise from a group of 
about 40 drinkers escalated 
into an alleged street brawl, 
with people smashing glass 
and throwing punches. 

Two men were taken to hos¬ 
pital and one of them suffered 
serious head injuries. 

Police linked the incident 
with the death of St Mary’s 
University College student 
Patrick Lawless, from Twick¬ 
enham, who collapsed in near¬ 
by Field Lane at 12.30am on 
Sunday, November 11. 

A murder investigation was 
launched after the 20-year-old 
died in hospital from head 
injuries. 

The five, who all face charges 
of violent disorder, appeared at 
South Western Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday, June 26. 

The defendants were Ben Ax¬ 
elrod, 26, of Station Approach, 
Epsom, Aaron Noonan, 21, of 
Richmond, Callum Hurley, 20, 
of Hampton, Max Mears, 19, of 
East Sheen, and Edward Barry 
Thompson-Membery, 22, of 
Bethnal Green. 

All five were bailed to return 
to Kingston Crown Court for a 
preliminary hearing on Tues¬ 
day, July 9. They will join three 
other defendants for a joint 
trial at a date yet to be set. 
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Police officer suspended over driving offences 


A policeman has been suspended 
after magistrates found him guilty 
of three driving offences. 

David Fisher, 25, of Epsom, 
appeared at Crawley Magistrates 
Court, in Sussex, on Tuesday, July 
2, after being summoned in rela¬ 
tion to three counts of driving on a 


road otherwise than in accordance 
with a licence. 

He was found guilty of all three 
offences, which took place on May 
19, June 17 and June 22, and given 
three penalty points for each. 

He was disqualified from driving 
for 12 months as a result of the 


penalty points, in addition to those 
already current on his licence. 

Fisher was fined £600 - £165 for 
each offence, a £20 victim sur¬ 
charge and £85 in court costs. 

He is suspended from duty 
pending an internal disciplinary 
investigation.

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£1.5m help 
for homeless

Nearly £1.5m has been allocat¬ 
ed to getting homeless families 
out of B&Bs into council ac¬ 
commodation in Mole Valley. 

Last week, Mole Valley Coun¬ 
cil’s executive approved expen¬ 
diture of up to £1.4m to buy 
five residential units to tackle 
rising homelessness and re¬ 
liance on B&Bs. 

Families are currently 
placed in B&Bs as far afield as 
Crawley, Horley and Croydon, 
which cost the council an esti¬ 
mated £63,000 in 2012-13 alone. 

It is estimated that through 
buying the five units the coun¬ 
cil will save £56,000 annually. 

Councillor Rosemary Dick¬ 
son, who represents Leather- 
head South, said: “In my 
experience homelessness rates 
have gone up. I am doing a lot 
more work with the homeless 
than before. 

“I think this accommodation 
will help but it’s only the tip of 
the iceberg. We have got to pro¬ 
vide as much accommodation 
as we can, particularly for 
mothers and babies. 

“I welcome the decision.” 

The council’s current 19 
emergency accommodation 
units are constantly full. Dur¬ 
ing 2012-13 the average number 
of homeless households in

B&Bs was six and the number 
peaked at 10. 

Councillor Bridget Lewis- 
Carr, who represents Leather- 
head North, said the shortage 
of housing for homeless people 
was “absolutely dire” in Mole 
Valley. 

Of the decision, she said: “It’s 
about time. We have got to get 
these people out of B&Bs and 
into their own homes, even if 
the homes are temporary.” 

Councillor Vivienne Michael, 
portfolio holder for customer 
service and wellbeing, said: 
"By purchasing additional resi¬ 
dential units, Mole Valley 
Council will be able to offer 
homeless families more stabili¬ 
ty and a better quality of ac¬ 
commodation while longer 
term housing solutions are 
sought. 

“Our current stock of emer¬ 
gency accommodation is in 
constant use.” 

The council’s preferred op¬ 
tion is buy a property with 
three bedrooms and four prop¬ 
erties with two bedrooms, 
which are expected to reduce 
homeless families in B&Bs by 
more than 90 per cent. 


A new £100,000 hub provid¬ 
ing information, advice and 
support for the elderly, par¬ 
ticularly those in the early 
stages of dementia, has 
opened its doors. 

The Wellbeing Centre, in 
the Longmead Centre in 
Sefton Road, Epsom, will 
“focus on enhancing well¬ 
being and supporting inde¬ 
pendent living”, according 
to Epsom Council. It will 
offer services including 
counselling and activities 
ranging from arts and 
crafts, reflexology, music, 


manicures and tai chi for 
older people. 

Speaking at the open day 
event launching the centre, 
on Thursday, June 27, 
Dr Aalia Khan, clinical lead 
for dementia for the Surrey 
Downs clinical commission¬ 
ing group, said: “Last year 
the Prime Minister said we 
needed to focus on increas¬ 
ing diagnosis rates because 
we know that less than half 
the people who have demen¬ 
tia are actually diagnosed. 

“If they are not diagnosed 
they are not treated or 


supported and they can’t go 
anywhere for information, 
and their carers are not sup¬ 
ported either.” 

Linda Scott, Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s community services 
manager, said that in its 
pre-launch period, the cen¬ 
tre received more than 20 
calls in a week. 

Steve Cosser, Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet associ¬ 
ate for adult social care, 
said: “As people live longer 
we can certainly anticipate 
a significant growth in the 
number of people in society 


with dementia. 

“This will without doubt 
be an issue in Surrey which 
has the largest and fastest 
growing population of those 
aged over 85. 

“The Government has 
made clear that providing 
effective social care is as 
central to driving improve¬ 
ments for people with de¬ 
mentia. The county council 
is determined to meet the 
challenges it faces in this 
regard.” 

The centre is open Monday 
to Friday, 9am to 5pm.

Car fall woman witnesses 


Police have appealed for 
witnesses a month after a 
women was found in the street 
with injuries, possibly after 
being forced out of a moving 
car. 

The incident happened on 
June 9, on the Leatherhead 
bypass at 3.30pm. 

It is believed the woman was 
a front-seat passenger in a 
green Volkswagen Golf car 
and either left the vehicle of 
her own accord or was forced 
to do so as it was still moving. 

She was taken to East Surrey 
Hospital for hip injuries and 
was discharged later the same 
day. 

A man in his 20s, from 
Slough, has been arrested and 
released on police bail until 
July 23 while the investigation 
continues. 


A Surrey Police spokesman 
said police officers had made 
enquiries in the area and had 
“fully supported” the woman, 
but were now appealing to oth¬ 
ers who may have witnessed 
the events leading up to it. 

Detective Constable Portia 
Andrews said: “This has been 
a complex investigation and 
one which a number of 
inquiries have had to be car¬ 
ried out so that we can estab¬ 
lish the full facts around the 
incident. 

“I appreciate some time has 
lapsed between the incident 
taking place, but if it is possi¬ 
ble you were in the area when 
this incident occurred I urge 
you with details.”

Top doc not guilty of 
slapping patient, 9 


A leading doctor has been 
found not guilty of slapping a 
nine-year-old girl in the face at 
Epsom Hospital last year. 

Dr Hossam Dabis, 62, an 
orthopaedic surgeon from Sut¬ 
ton, was cleared of accusations 
that he hit a girl, after a two- 
day trial at South East Surrey 
Magistrates’ Court last week. 

Dr Dabis told the court he 
definitely did not slap the girl 
in a hospital room in August. 

He said: “It never happened. 
It’s inconceivable that I would 
slap a child in a clinic.” 

The girl, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
appeared by video link during 
the trial and told the court the 
doctor suddenly slapped her 
cheek for no apparent reason. 

Evidence was also given by 
her mother, father and her sis¬ 
ter, who was Dr Dabis’s pa¬ 
tient, who were in the room at 
the time. 

When asked why the family 
would make up these allega¬ 
tions, Dr Dabis said: “I have 
not got the foggiest idea. 

“I cannot recall any prob¬ 
lems in the consultation. 

“The family were fine, the 
children were fine. 

“I treated her the same way 
as I treat my grandchildren.”

Dr Dabis, of Golf Side, Sut¬ 
ton, had been excluded from 
working at Epsom and St Heli- 
er Hospital NHS Trust until 
the matter was resolved. 

Asked to confirm whether 
Mr Dabis, described as a locum 
doctor, on the trust's website, 
was back at work at the hospi¬ 
tal this week, the trust issued a 
short statement. 

It said: “We are pleased the 
trial has come to a conclusion, 
and recognise this has been a 
very challenging and stressful 
time for those involved. 

“We will continue to work 
with and support Dr Dabis and 
his legal team in the coming 
weeks.” 

South West London Elective 
Orthopaedic Centre’s website 
described Dr Dabis as a consul¬ 
tant orthopaedic surgeon with 
an interest in joint replace¬ 
ments and the proud father of 
two doctors. 

It said: “He is in continual 
contact with the international 
orthopaedic surgeons to ex¬ 
change the latest ideas and the 
advanced surgical skills to im¬ 
prove the quality of services to 
his patients.”

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Roads to get overhauled 


Surrey County Council has 
created a hit list of Epsom’s 
roads which it will be spend¬ 
ing £6m to repair. 

As part of Project Horizon, a 
£100m investment pro¬ 
gramme which aims to repair 
the worst roads in Surrey 
from 2013 to 2018, SCC has al¬ 
located the money, as a mini¬ 
mum, to replace “the worst 10 
per cent of roads” in the bor¬ 
ough - 30km of its road 
network. 

A SCC spokeswoman said 
the provisional list of roads to 
be tackled was agreed at a 
meeting of SCC’s Epsom and 
Ewell Local Committee last 
month. 

In Epsom Town and Downs, 
the Parade is the only road on 
the list in 2013 to 2014, with 
Epsom High Street, Church 
Street, Church Road, West 
Street, Ashley Road North 
and Pikes Hill due for repair 
in 2014 to 2015. 

In 2015 to 2018, St Martin’s 
Close, Ladbroke Road, Bridle 
Road, Epsom Lane North, 
Mill Road, Bridge Road, 
Hamilton Close, Windmill 
Lane and Tattenham Corner 
Road will be repaired. 

The work will involve either 
full reconstruction of the 
roads, or partial reconstruc¬ 
tion where the top road sur¬ 
face will be replaced only, and 
the project will be reviewed 
annually. 

In addition to Project Hori¬ 
zon, roads are also being tar¬ 
geted for an annual “surface 
treatment programme”, 
which will provide minor 


road repairs and add a new 
surface layer to roads. 

Worple Road, Hawthorne 
Place, Aston Way, Alexandra 
Road and South Street, are 
due to be repaired under this 
programme in Epsom Towns 
and Downs, from 2013 to 2014. 

An SCC report on the list 
states that it was compiled fol¬ 
lowing an engineering survey 
conducted in 2012, a public 
consultation and roadshows 
around the county. 

But, it states: “We recognise 
the investment programme is 
not able to replace every road 
in the area to the desired stan¬ 
dard. 

“If you therefore believe ur¬ 
gent work is required on your 
road and it is not on the pro¬ 
posed programme, you have 
two available options.” 

One option is for people to 
report a road with “defects or 
potholes which are causing 
hazard” to SCC at surreycc. 
gov.uk/do-it-online/report- 
it-online#highways. 

The second is for people to 
“petition the local Epsom and 
Ewell Committee to allocate 
funding for a full reconstruc¬ 
tion or repair” if a road has 
“poor ride quality and is 
causing significant local 
inconvenience”. 

Roads in Epsom West, Ewell 
Court, Auriol and Cudding- 
ton, Ewell and West Ewell will 
also be repaired under the 
scheme.

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County council slammed 
for pothole problem roads

The wife of a cyclist, thrown 
from his bike after hitting a 
pothole in a busy street on 
Sunday, has condemned Sur¬ 
rey County Council for ignor¬ 
ing the appalling state of 
Epsom’s roads. 

The resident contacted the 
Epsom Guardian after her hus¬ 
band, in his 50s, spent hours in 
Epsom’s accident and emer¬ 
gency following the fall in 
Rosebank, Epsom, on Sunday 
afternoon. 

She said: “There are several 
potholes along that road which 
have merged. He completely 
fell off his bike into the street. 
This was in the middle of traf¬ 
fic. He had injuries on his face 
and neck. The potholes in this 
whole area have been totally 
ignored.” 

SCC revealed on Tuesday, 
July 2, that Project Horizon, a 
£100m investment to replace 
the county’s worst roads over 
the next five years, will allo¬ 
cate £6m to Epsom and Ewell, 
enabling 30km of road repairs. 

But, under the scheme, Rose- 
bank is not due to be repaired 
until 2014 to 2015. 

This work comes on top of 
the council’s normal road re¬ 
pair scheme - which has been 
heavily criticised in recent 
months for failing to adequate¬ 
ly address the huge number of 
potholes that have appeared 
following several hard winters. 

Jamie Chisholm, owner of 
Bike Beans Cycle Cafe, in 
Ashtead, believes the cycling 
dangers caused by potholes is a 
“huge issue” but feels it is “not 


a priority for the council at the 
moment”. 

He said: “Most of the pot¬ 
holes that get any attention are 
in the middle of roads, but the 
majority of them seem to be on 
the edges - bang in the lane 
where cyclists are going. 

“It makes it really dangerous 
as cyclists will swing out to 
avoid them. 

“With a car, potholes can 
damage wheels, but it’s unlike¬ 
ly to cause accident or injury. 
With a bike, if you’re lucky, it 
will just cause a swerve. 

“People have come into the 
cafe recently and said they’ve 
ended up in a right mess.” 


Brian Hill, secretary of 
Epsom Cycling Club, said that 
accidents and deaths from pot¬ 
holes are likely to increase as 
the number of cyclists contin¬ 
ues to rise. 

He added: “When we go on 
rides, we’re having to point out 
potholes to other riders con¬ 
stantly, before we could just 
ride along and enjoy the day.” 

A spokesman for national 
charity CTC, Cyclists’ Touring 
Club, said the problem has 
been caused by reduced invest¬ 
ment in road maintenance, 
which is set to continue. 

He said CTC encourages peo¬ 
ple to report potholes on its Fill 


That Hole website, a record of 
which is then sent to the high¬ 
ways authorities. 

The spokesman said: “Only 
30 to 35 per cent of our mem¬ 
bers’ claims are successful in 
these cases as it’s hard to es¬ 
tablish liability. Highways au¬ 
thorities have a defence of not 
being made aware of the 
pothole.” 

Surrey currently has 3,942 
reports made against it on the 
website.

Like ‘craters on the moon’ 


More than 1,000 people have 
signed a petition calling for 
the repair of a “cratered” 
road used by school 
minibuses carrying disabled 
children. 

Campaigners are calling 
on the council to fix Forty- 
foot Road, which is home to 
Woodlands School for chil¬ 
dren with disabilities in 
Leatherhead. 

Surrey County Council 
said property owners are re¬ 
sponsible for the private 
road but acknowledged con¬ 
cerns particularly over the 
school. 

Campaigner Mark Fran¬ 
cis, who lives in Highwoods 
off Fortyfoot Road, said one 
of the potholes was deeper 
than a ballpoint pen. 

He said: “It’s like craters 
on the moon in parts. The 
minibuses bounce through 
the potholes or swerve to 
avoid them, which has lots 
of implications for safety.” 

Mr Francis said the coun¬ 
cil should take responsibili¬ 
ty for the road given the 
location of the school, a care 


home, recreation ground, 
hospital, scout group and 
charity. 

Councillor Clare Curran, 
chairman of the council’s 
local committee for Mole 
Valley, has asked officers to 
investigate and report back 
on the road at a meeting in 
September. 

Coun Curran said: “Forty- 
foot Road is a private road, 
and the owners would nor¬ 
mally be responsible for its 
repair, regardless of who 
uses it. However, we do un¬ 
derstand concerns about the 
road condition, in particu¬ 
lar as far as the school is 
concerned.” 

She said they are working 
with campaigners to find a 
solution. 

She said: “It is not 
straightforward, as we have 
to consider the views of ev¬ 
eryone affected before ask¬ 
ing the taxpayer to fund 
repairs that will benefit pri¬ 
vate road-owners.”

Just days after three of his church secu¬ 
rity guards were shot dead, the Vicar of 
Baghdad spoke about his attempts to 
bring reconciliation in the face of 
danger. 

Canon Andrew White, pastor of the 
only Anglican church in Iraq, said three 
security guards were killed on June 26 
ahead of his talk in Leatherhead on 
Sunday. 

Canon White told the Epsom Guardian 
many of his congregation and staff at St 
George’s in Baghdad had been killed 
over the last decade, adding: “It’s very 
difficult.” 

But he said: “It doesn’t matter what 
happens, you love your people. 

“You are not going to leave them. I say 
to my people regularly: ‘I’m not going to 
leave you. Don’t leave me’.” 

Canon White, who suffers multiple 
sclerosis (MS), said he has been involved 
in 160 kidnapping negotiations, but only 
43 of the hostages had come out alive. 

He said: “I have done more kidnapping 
negotiations in Iraq than anyone else in 
the world. 

“I have been kidnapped myself, but got 
out.” 

Canon White said during the kidnap¬ 
ping he was thrown into a room with 
chopped-off fingers and toes. 

He keeps working despite significant 
threats to himself and repeated bomb¬ 
ings of his church. 

While working in Israel and Palestine 
for many years he helped to negotiate the 
end of a church siege in Bethlehem in 
2002, but now works almost entirely in 
Iraq. 

He said: “You have got to have relation¬ 
ships with those causing violence. 

“That’s the reason why you can do

things because you are not with the nice 
people. 

“You have got to know the means to get 
to them. 

“Over the years you establish relation¬ 
ships with different people.” 

Besides being a vicar Canon White 
runs a school, hospital and promotes rec¬ 
onciliation among different religious 
groups through his Foundation for Relief 
and Reconciliation in the Middle East. 

Canon White said he was the first per¬ 
son to have stem cell treatment for MS 
after his friend, a doctor working in 
Baghdad, offered to help him. 

He said it was not a cure but the treat¬ 
ment got rid of his symptoms except for 
poor co-ordination. 

Of MS, he said: “It’s a struggle. I can’t 
pretend it’s not. But you don’t give up.” 

His hospital now develops 
stem cell therapy and treats 
patients using stem cells 
taken from their own blood. 

Gerald Coates, leader of Pio¬ 
neer Engage Church in 
Leatherhead, said Canon 
White’s brilliant talk was ac¬ 
companied by music and wor¬ 
ship at Church Halls, in 
Church Road, Leatherhead, 
on Sunday. 

Mr Coates said: “He’s one of 
the most amazing people I 
know. He’s remarkable.” 

He said the first time he 
went to hear Canon White 
speak someone asked him 
which churches he went back 
to in England. 


Mr Coates said: “He leaned over, point¬ 
ed at me and said ‘I go to bonkers church¬ 
es like his’.” 

Mr Coates, who founded the Pioneer 
Network of Churches both here and 
abroad, said it then emerged that Canon 
White had been to Spring Harvest and 
other events. 

He said the audience on Sunday includ¬ 
ed Timothy Welby, the son of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury Justin Welby who 
has also heard Mr Coates speak. 

Mr Coates said: “These people for years 
sat in on my meetings and now I’m look¬ 
ing up to them because of what they have 
done in their lives.” 

Mr Coates, an author, speaker and 
broadcaster, recently co-wrote a book to 
help men free themselves from pornog¬ 
raphy called Sexual Healing - Identity, 
Sexuality, Calling.

“Although we were doing it 
for the hospice, it was a tribute 
to him.” 

Mr Dodson, from Cheam, used 
to manage the Ewell office of 
property agent Eastons and the 
friends met each other through 
work. 

The men decided on the chal¬ 
lenge because Mr Dodson went 
to Grand Prix in Belgium and 
Britain last year and was a keen 
cyclist.

The money will go to St 
Raphael’s Hospice where he 
spent the last few months of his 
life after having battled a brain 
tumour for two years. 

During the bike ride through 
Belgium, Holland and the UK, 
the team had a “little crash” 
and moments when they were 
completely lost, but got just one 
puncture. 

Mr Wilkins said: “The highs 
and lows started in Spa, Bel¬ 
gium, because the hills were 
enormous. It’s difficult to pro¬ 
cess it all. I can’t believe we 
have done it. Some people have 
been so generous.” 


Council urged to ‘come 
clean’ over OAP death

An MP has called on a council to 
“come clean” over the failings 
that led the death of a vulnerable 
pensioner. 

Banstead widow Gloria Foster 
died earlier this year after the 
daily carer visits she depended on 
stopped and Surrey County 
Council made no provision for 
alternative care. 

The 81-year-old was left for nine 
days without access to food or 
water and was found in a critical 
condition at her home in Chip- 
stead Road on January 24. She 
was taken to Epsom hospital but 
died on February 4. 

Mrs Foster’s carer visits ended 
when immigration police raided 
and shut down Sutton-based com¬ 
pany Carefirst 24. 

Both Surrey County Council 
and Sutton Council contracted 
care of vulnerable people to the 
company and both were warned 
of the raid in advance and told to

make alternative arrangements. 

No arrangements were made for 
Mrs Foster and she was discov¬ 
ered by an NHS nurse making a 
scheduled visit. 

Police investigated the circum¬ 
stances leading to Mrs Foster’s 
death but the Crown Prosecution 
Service ruled there was no crimi¬ 
nal case to answer. 

The Surrey Safeguarding 


Adults Board is investigating but, 
as yet, no findings have been 
made public. 

Pressure is now mounting on 
Surrey County Council to explain 
what happened and how it will 
stop anything similar happening 
again. 

Sutton MP Paul Burstow said: 
“Gloria Foster’s death was a 
tragedy, and one that could al¬ 
most certainly have been avoided 
if better systems had been in 
place to make sure that vulnera¬ 
ble people are never left without 
the care they rely on. 

“Surrey has to come clean and 
be very open about what they’ve 
learned and what they are doing 
to put it right for the future.” 

Mrs Foster’s friend Ann Pen- 
ston, from Sutton, has also called 
for someone to hold their hands 
up over what happened and for 
Surrey County Council to provide 
an explanation. 

Surrey County Council said it 
would publish the findings of the 
investigation.

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Traffic congestion plans approved 


Congestion-easing schemes in Epsom and 
Leatherhead have been given the green 
light. 

Surrey Future, a group consisting of 
Surrey’s councils and business leaders, 
has identified 16 major schemes to tackle 
snarl-ups, to be implemented over four 
years from 2015, with the aim of making 
“major infrastructure improvements to 
help businesses thrive”, according to Sur¬ 
rey County Council (SCC). 

One of the 16 schemes would see the gy¬ 
ratory in Epsom town centre be returned 
to two-way access, with new pedestrian 
and cycling links and public transport. 

Another would see the development of a 
“Kiln Lane link” in Epsom - a crossing 
under the railway, to “remove the barrier 
for east to west movement”. 


A scheme in Leatherhead would aim to 
provide “wider network benefits” and ex¬ 
pand its traffic management centre. 

A SCC spokesman said 80 per cent of 
people who responded to a consultation 
on the schemes said they agreed with the 
list of projects. 

Councillor John Furey, SCC’s cabinet 
member for transport, highways and envi¬ 
ronment, said: “Good road schemes help 
businesses run more efficiently and cre¬ 
ate jobs while improving journeys for 
commuters. That’s why it was essential 
we heard the views of those who live and 
work in Surrey to ensure the right pro¬ 
jects have been prioritised ahead of 
preparing bids that will put us ahead of 
the game when it comes to competing with 
others for funds.”

He paid tribute to his police col¬ 
leagues and residents who have 
helped make the area so safe: “It 
was never them and us. We all 
worked with the same principle 
for the residents. We have seen a 
significant influx of intelligence 
from people contacting us.” 

Over his time working in the 


neighbourhood he has dealt with 
robberies, burglaries, rape and a 
wide range of other crimes.

A boy with a rare form of eye 
cancer and his brother have 
been commended for their 
bravery by a charity. 

Christopher Payne, eight, 
and his brother Thomas, five, 
from Bunbury Way, Epsom, 
have been named Childhood 
Eye Cancer Trust (Chect) 
champions. 

Christopher had retinoblas¬ 
toma (Rb) diagnosed when he 
was just three and underwent 
surgery to remove his eye. 

During chemotherapy, his 
weight plummeted due to side 
effects and, at one point, he 
weighed the same as his baby 
brother, then nine months 
old. 

His mother, Victoria, who 
nominated her sons, said: 
“Christopher has an amazing 
positive attitude to life and 
never draws attention to the 
fact he is missing something 
other children have. 

“He has had to deal with 
having a false eye and more 
than other children his age. 
He’s a brave soul.” 

Thomas was looked after by 
others when Christopher 


went for check-ups, but re¬ 
mained understanding and 
patient throughout. 

Mrs Payne said: “Thomas 


never mentions Christopher’s 
false left eye or draws atten¬ 
tion to it. He loves him com¬ 
pletely the way he is. 


“We think this award will 
give him the credit he so de¬ 
serves, having lived with a 
brother affected by cancer.” 

Mrs Payne said she found it 
difficult after finding out 
Christopher had eye cancer, 
but said the “miracle work¬ 
ers” at Chect helped the 
family. 

She said: “It’s your worst 
nightmare really, but you 
have just got to get on with it. 

“Without them, I don’t think 
I could have come out with my 
family intact. I can’t put a 
price on what they have done 
for my family.” 

Chect chief executive Joy 
Felgate said: “Every child af¬ 
fected by Rb faces huge dis¬ 
ruption and upset, 
throughout treatment and 
also the many follow-on 
check-ups. 

“This affects not just the pa¬ 
tient, but their siblings too. 

“We are delighted to recog¬ 
nise the bravery and re¬ 
silience both Christopher and 
Thomas have shown.” 

The boys received medals, 
framed certificates and goody 
bags.

W hen he is not on 

stage with his band, 
ex-Genesis singer 
songwriter Mike Rutherford 
is putting the finishing 
touches to a book contrasting 
his life of pop stardom to his 
father’s naval career, writes 
Alice Foster. 

Rutherford’s band Mike + 
The Mechanics take to the 
stage at Epsom Downs Race¬ 
course after an evening of 
racing on July 18. 

The venue is appropriate 
given that Rutherford, who 
used to play polo, confesses 
to being more of a horse per¬ 
son than a mechanic. 

In fact the singer-songwrit¬ 
er has now turned his hand 
to writing a book 


comparing his own life tour¬ 
ing the world and making 
millions to his father’s days 
in the navy. 

Rutherford says: 

“My father was a 
naval officer 


and wrote 
very humor¬ 
ous memoirs 
of his career. 

I’m writing a 
book using my 
father’s mem¬ 
oirs. The contrast 
is between his naval 
empire days and me being in 
a rock band.” 

He hopes to finish the book 
by the autumn. In the early 
1960s pop music and even the 
idea of being a teenager were 


just emerging, Rutherford 
says, and he admires his fa¬ 
ther for abowing him to 
“throw away an expensive 
education and hard work”. 
He says: “It’s pretty 
impressive my fa¬ 
ther let me have a 
go at it.”

He says: “Nowadays people 
see stardom and want to be 
famous.

You were doing 
it for the love of music.” 

Rutherford, who stib lives 
near Guildford where he was 
born in 1950, formed Genesis 
with school friends from 
Charterhouse pubbc school 
in 1967 at the age of just 17. 

When asked why he was 
expelled from school, he 
says: “Nothing fabulous. I 
now wish I could say I blew 
up a car or something. 

“In those days pubbc 
schools were very reserved, 
single-sex and not much fun. 
We had a housemaster who 
thought I was a devil.” 

Rutherford says he was 
even banned from playing 
the guitar at Charterhouse, 
but stib found ways to play, 


adding: “It’s all a long time 
ago now.” 

Since then Genesis have 
sold more than 130m albums 
worldwide and have played 
around 1,500 shows. 

Rutherford says: “In the 
middle of my career I started 
this other band which was 
another high moment.” 

Rutherford says they were 
briefed that the name should 
be “down to earth” so Mike + 
The Mechanics fitted the bib, 
though he admits: "We are 
ab pretty hopeless at 
mechanics.”

“People join the club be¬ 
cause they want to swim 
outdoors all year round. 

“Swimming is a really 
great way to have fun, 
keep fit and meet real won¬ 
derful people. 

“A lady called Esther 
Williams, a synchronised 
swimmer who died aged 91 
recently, said ‘swimming 
is something you can do 


from birth to the grave 
and always look beautiful’. 

“That says it perfectly.” 

With up to 60 races a 
year, including winter 
races, and two annual 
matches against the Lon¬ 
don Serpentine Club, there 
is plenty to interest the 
competitive swimmer. 

One thing the SLSC does 
not do is provide lessons, 
but anyone who is keen to 
learn or to improve their 
technique can find an in¬ 
door pool nearby.

House price rise continues 



Demand for homes grows as credit costs fall 


There was more positive news for 
homeowners this week with the latest 
Nationwide building society report 
showing UK house prices increased 
by 0.3 per cent in June and were 
1.9 per cent higher than in June 
2012. 

London and the south of England 
continued to record stronger rates of 
house price growth. 

The report shows the capital is the 
most expensive region in the UK when it 
comes to buying property, and leads 
annual price growth, with prices 
climbing to a record high. 

Robert Gardner, Nationwide’s chief 
economist, said: “London was again the 


top performing region, with prices up 
5.2 per cent compared to the same 
period in 2012. 

“London has seen the greatest 
recovery in prices of any region, and 
prices are now five per cent above their 
2007 peak at £318,214.” 

According to Mr Gardner there are a 
number of factors responsible for the 
price growth. 

“Demand for homes has been 
supported by modest gains in 
employment, as well as an improvement 
in the availability and a reduction in the 
cost of credit. 

“This is partly as a result of policy 
measures, such as the Funding for 


Lending Scheme.” 

Ryan Oliver, area director of Your 
Move estate agents, confirmed the 
market is improving. 

He said: “We have noticed an increase 
of over 50 per cent from new buyer 
registrations per new property listing 
against the same period last year. 

“This has been helped by stronger 
buyer confidence fuelled by easier 
mortgage availability, better rates and 
lower loan to values.” 

He added: “This has meant that not 
only are we achieving a higher 
percentage of full asking price offers 
we have also seen an increase in new 
listing prices.”

Ashdown calls on 
FA to splash cash 


Leatherhead chairman Peter 
Ashdown has called on the 
FA to put its money where its 
mouth is and invest in grass 
roots football. 

The Tanners have been 
hunting for suitable training 
facilities ahead of the new 
Ryman Division One South 
season without success. 

The paucity of facilities has 
led manager Richard Brady 
to secure a 3G indoor and 
outdoor training pitch in 
Dartford, some 40 miles away. 

Last season, the Tanners 
trained at Therfield School 
on an artificial surface, at 
Walringham School, as well 
as their own pitch at Fetcham 
Grove. 

None were suitable, and 
Ashdown does not want 
hopes for the new season to 
rest on where the club trains. 

He said: “Finding suitable 
training facilities in the area 
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has been a bug-bear for about 
five years. 

“If the FA is adamant about 
funding grass-roots football, 
then why is there not a 3G 
facility in this part of 
Surrey? 

“I can tell you, it would be 
booked out immediately if 
there was. It needs to invest 
in these facilities. 

“The ideal is to build a 3G 
pitch at Fetcham Grove, one 
that can be played on at any 
time, by the first team or the 
academy, or teams in the 
community, but with costs 
around £400,000, it is too 
much.” 

The club will not fund the 
players’ trips to Dartford, but 
Ashdown has no concerns 
over any ramifications. 

“There are not many of our 


players who live in Leather¬ 
head, a lot come from inner 
London. 

“Travelling from, for exam¬ 
ple, Wandsworth to Leather¬ 
head is not as far as 
Leatherhead to Dartford. 

“We also have a lot of play¬ 
ers, through Richard’s con¬ 
tacts, who live in Kent. 
Besides, it is part of the deal 
and the players know that.” 

Ashdown issued a state¬ 
ment on the club website 
after fans expressed concerns 
over the move to Dartford. 

He said: “There had been 
some confusion as to why we 
are not training in KT22, and 
so I wanted to put the record 
straight. 

“We had been hanging our 
hat on a 3G pitch being 
built at Leatherhead Leisure 
Centre but that all fell 
through. 

“If anyone knows of a 



facility in our area we can 
use, then we are all ears.” 

Leatherhead started pre¬ 
season training on Tuesday, 
with their first friendly ar¬ 
ranged for July 13 at 
Corinthian Casuals. 

Ashdown said: “We are 
looking to push on this sea¬ 
son, and training on a 3G 
pitch is vital to that. 

“It has a two-fold benefit for 
the club. 

“First, it doesn’t matter 
what the weather is doing. 

“Second, it gives the players 
a consistently good quality 
surface on which to train, 
which is vital for a club want¬ 
ing to be successful.” 

In other news, Brady has 
signed Paul Semakula. 

The 23-year-old midfielder 
turned out for Billericay and 
Maidenhead last season, hav¬ 
ing started his career at Ton- 
bridge Angels.
